WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Attention has been centered this week upon the buying of 
mementos for friends and relatives, and the problem of making 
a little expenditure go further than usual. It has not been a 
question, so much, of hunting for bargains, as it has been of 
trying td make a $1 bill look like a ten dollar one, and the prac- 
tice has not been peculiar to the canning industry, to the brokers 
representing that industry, nor even to the scribe and his co- 
workers on the paper of that industry; there seems rather to be 
an epidemic of the trouble. 

It will not be wondered at, therefore, that in the midst of 
this frenzied financial game canned goods have been overlooked. 
The coming event of Christmas at the end of the week has cast 
its shadows before it, and the week has been given up to specu- 
lation, as above referred to. 

A matter of some interest to the canners of Maryland and 
to the whole food producing business of this State is the discus- 
sion of the proposed pure food law for this State. The Legis- 
lature meets in January and all are so anxious for the enactment 
of some law to put this State upon the same footing as other 
States, that there are as many as three different drafts of Bills 
that are to be presented to that body and favorable action sought 
onthem. Of course there .cannot be three such Bulls passed, 
but each one is anxious to have its own pet measure the one to 
be finally adopted. In this scramble for popular endorsement 
some peculiar situations are developing—the nigger in the wood- 
pile is being disclosed in one or two of them. In fact each 
separate interest seems to have drawn a Bill according to its own 
most cherished desires, and while we are far from even insinu- 
ating that the makers of these various forms have considered for 
a moment their own interests as covered in the Bill offered, yet 
there are some who do so aver. 

It has taken a long time to stir up enough interest in the 
matter of the necessity of such a law, and we are glad to see that 


“it has finally reached the stage of a popular determination to 


have such a law; but if his determination is based upon strictly 
honest motives to have a model pure food law that will correct 
the evils without favor to any industry, it seems to us it should

not be difficult to secure a form of law that will be as near ideal 
as any law on the statute books of any State. Pennsylvania, 
North Dakota and Nebraska stand out as,States with laws that 
might be said to represent the radical in pure food legislation, 
while almost every other State has some form of pure food law 
more or less complete and satisfactory. What would be easier, 
or productive of better results, than to take all these laws and 
glean from them the best features, avoiding the errors which 
experience has proven in them, and embody the result in a law 
for Maryland. By such a procedure Maryland would profit by 
the experience of all these States, would at one stroke avoid all 
the errors and mistakes that were bound to crop out in the en- 
forcement of such a law, and at the same time have all the 
advantages. Such a law ought to be as nearly ideal as could be 
made, and it would not be a hard matter to do, IF a law that 
would be thoroughly effective, free from the possibility of politi- 
cal tampering with, were actually desired. 

But with one industry seeking to make a law that will be 
lenient with it and its customs, but severe upon all other food 
lines; and another industry seeking the same end by the same 
means, and a third group of men possibly a little less personally 
interested in self protection, all trying to force their pet measure 
upon the Legislature as the ideal form of law, the situation does 
not look clear. It will be a difficult thing to harmonize the 
three, but if the people of Maryland insist upon their represen- 
tatives passing a food law, it could be done, either as we sug- 
gest or by taking the three forms presented and making from 
them a composite bill that might cover the case satisfactorily. 
What is certainly not wanted, however, is another disagreement 
in the Legislature, and the term to go over without the passage 
of some good food law. 

While on the subject of the food law we notice that some 
tomato canners have run up against Uncle Sam on account of 
the poor quality of the goods during the past fortnight or so. 
There have been several seizures of blocks of tomatoes during 
this period, and this time not for underweight, or the terming of 
a No. 3 cana 3-lb. can. This is sufficiently important to make 
all canners look to their goods, to be sure that they are right 
before they are shipped out. We have often told our readers 
that they might expect the National Pure Food Law to be ap- 
plied to all canned goods on their quality and representations 
with a greater degree of severity than has heretofore been shown, 
and it would seem this time has come. 

In the canned goods market there is nothing new to repurt. 
Demand has been very light for the week, and inquiries re- 
duced to a minimum, as might be expected. There have been 
no reductions in prices to note, and the market on most lines is 
fairly firm. Money is very tight, apparently, in all lines, as 
judged by the complaints of retailer, wholesaler and manufac- 
turer, but this may be due to the volume turned into the Christ- 
mas channel, and if so after the turn of the year this will be 
found running back into its usual lines with increased force. 

We take this opportunity to extend to all our readers our 
best wishes for a very Merry Christmas. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CuicaGo, December 23, 1909. 

The Season for Magnamity.—I have said all I care to 
say at present upon the subject of the chattel mortgage sharks 
of the canned goods business, and am disposed to be magnani- 
mous and say no more. 

Forget it! We are all good fellows. It is Christmas time. 
I am in a magnanimous mood and want to be at peace with all 
mankind. My object was to show some of the fellows who are 
constantly accusing the wholesale grocers of being market de- 
morlizers that there are other influeces that must be taken into 
account, and they have caught on, depend upon it. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The arrivals by lake and rail, late 
shipments before the close of navigation, have all been caught 
by the cold spell and frozen. It is said that the freezing of 
canned goods does not hurt them. Neither does it do them any 
good. The trouble comes with the thaw when the cans are 
likely to accumulate condensed moisture from the atmosphere 
and turn rusty. 

There is a stronger feeling in the market and jobbers who 
are now carrying pretty good stocks are bulling the market. 
Indiana packers are making some demonstrations like they had 
waked up and desired to sell a few tomatoes. I heard of a price 
of 62%c. cannery Indiana a few days ago, but did not see sam- 
ples, freight 5c. a dozen to Chicago. 

Canned Corn.—Nothing is offering much in corn, and I 
hear of no prices that are attractive to buyers or of any urgency 
on the part of sellers. Standard western corn can be bought 
out of warehouse Chicago for 67%4c. and 7oc. as to quality. 
Country Gentlemen corn is to be had at 70c., 75c., 80c. and goc., 
warehouse Chicago, and the quality is as diverse as are the 
prices named. 


A Great Merchant.—One of the ablest wholesale grocers 
of his day and time, Henry B. Steele, died this week in Chi- 


cago. At the age of forty-six he having a number of years 


previously taken'Gharge of an old fashioned business, founded 
by his progenitors, hadbuilt it up into one of the most modern 
systematic and scientific wholesale grocery houses in the world. 

He had help, able help, from his associates in the business 
and employes, for he had that rarest of abilities, viz., that of 
surrounding himself with strong and able people. Yet his was 
the guiding spirit aud masterly mind which steered the course. 

Liberal with his people he paid better salaries than his com- 
petitors, but he exacted full service from his employees. 
Kindly, charitable and generous, his views of business were 
broad and comprehensive, and he was possessed of the genius of 
commercial organization and leadership. The business to which 
he devoted his talents and his life stands as a monument to his 
memory. His taking off was untimely for he had but arrived at 
the age when a man’s abilities are greatest.

Change of Ownership.—The business of S. Peterson & 
Co., Wholesale Grocers, Chicago, will on January Ist, 1910, 
chauge ownership. It was founded about twenty-five years 
ago. Mr. S. Peterson, the founder, died about one year ago. 
Previous to his death for several years the business had not 
progressed owing to the ill-health of Mr. Peterson. At his death 
his son, an able young business man, took charge and engaged 
J. A. Lee (Wrangler) to manage the canned goods, dried fruit 
and fancy grocery departments. The business during the year 
has grown enormously, the increase for 1909 over the sales of 
1908, being more than 674% %, without additional or increased 
sales force and with an increased profit percentage. The increase 
is said to be largely owing to the policy of handling only pack- 
ers’ brands of canned goods, a popular policy with the best 
retail trade. 

It being desirable to settle up the large estate left by Mr. 
Peterson, the heirs concluded to sell the whole grocery house 
(a part of the estate) and it was purchased by George A. Meyer, 
of St. Louis, and his associates, among whom are G. L. Meyer, 
of the Kohl & Meyer Co., Centralia, Ill., who will be President 
of the company, and John A. Lee, of Chicago, who is at present 
connected with S. Peterson & Co., and who will be Vice- 
President of the company. There will be no change in the style 
of the business or capitalization, which will continue asS. Peter- 
son & Co. 

George A. Meyer, of St. Louis, who, with his associates, 
have bought the business, is a genius of coustructive commercial 
organization, and is now interested in the following wholesale 
grocery houses, representing a distributive output of nearly 
fifteen million dollars.

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NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NeEw York, December 22.—Not much change in the situa- 
tion in the canned goods trade since last reports. Buyers are 
very chary of their orders, and there is a disposition to make as 
little as possible of the buying end until after the inventory 
time has passed. Not many holders want to take important 
lots until after they are certain how they are coming out, and 
the result always is that trade at this season, so far as whole- 
salers are concerned, slows up, but later it increases and un- 
doubtedly the usual course will be observed in this instance. 
Retailers are doing a good business now, and there is plenty of 
animation over the retail counter in the active preparations for 
the Christmas feasts which will be an important feature of the 
close of this week. Until there is a change in the situation 
holders do not anticipate any materia) increase in movement 
from first hands. Meanwhile there is no particular urging of 
sales noticeable, and business remains about as it has been for 
some weeks. 

Tomatoes.—Not much of interest has developed in the 
market of late. While there are probably some holders who 
would be glad to dispose of their stocks, even to the point of 
reducing prices or enlarging discounts a bit, the bulk of those 
who have goods to sell are maintaining substantially the same 
prices as heretofore, and business is upon practically the same 
basis. Conditions in the trade are uuchanged. Prices are held 
firmly up to outside quotations upon full standard Maryland 3s, 
but there is much stock which grades under, and for that con- 
cessions are possible. It might be possible to buy in some quar- 


ters a shade under outside quotations, but in most instances the 
lots thus obtainable would be relatively small, and if reductions 
are made they are for the purpose of clearing out holdings 
before the inventory season makes a bad showing. No. 2s are 
quiet, with sales only for immediate requirements. No. 10s are 
in much the same position. In nearly all instances buyers are 
indifferent and holders are not urging transactions. 

Corn.—The market is firm, though movement is light and 
limited to the actual requirements of those who must have stock 
to fill their daily orders. It is understood that business has 
been upon a rather narrow basis of late, and that sales have in- 
creased in a small way only. In Maine stock it is difficult to 
obtain the relatively small quantities required for immediate 
use, excepting by paying full outside figures. And the same 
observation applies with equal force to the transactions in New 
York State stock. Not much southern pack is offered, and 
business in western grades is restricted to the actual require- 
ments of the day. Holders are not anxious, believing that after 
the temporary lull in the business the market will assume an 
activity which will be commensurate with what holders usually 
anticipate at this season. 

Beans.-—Not much change in this market is observable. 
Most holders are firm in their views and even though demand is 
light, the situation offers no indication of weakness. Conditions 
are looked upon as moderately favorable and the outlook is such 
that nearly all holders are confident of maintaining prices. 

Asparagus.—The market is firm, but movement is restricted 
to actual requirements. Holders are stiff in their expectations 
and anticipate a better sale shortly. 

California Fruits.—Business is limited to the actual require- 
ments of dealers, with no indication of improvement. The 
market has been firm indefinitely, though here and there a dealer 
will break his price to clear out a smalllot. Business has devel- 

oped but slightly recently and there has been no disposition to

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make heavy investments pending the further demand which is 
expected within a few weeks. It is said that the better qualities 
are pretty well cleaned up and that whatever is obtained now 
will be largely of the lower grades, unless higher prices are paid 
for the best stock. 

Southern Fruits.—The market is inactive and prices are 
held closely up to quotations, with business rather limited, how- 
ever, and buyers showing considerable indifference. The short- 
age in peaches creates a firm market in all the most wanted 
grades, but buyers take too small lots to keep the market active. 
Improvement is likely to come with increased demand from all 
buying quarters. 

Salmon.—The market is steady, with buyers picking up 
only such small lots as are required to satisfy their ordinary 
requirements. Red Alaska is held firmly up to quotations and 
there is a disposition to push prices up a bit on small lots. The 
demand has been very active of late, though perhaps the past 
few days it has declined a trifle. Still the whole tendency is 
upward and there is some disposition to restrict purchases by 
exacting higher prices than most buyers are ready to pay. 
Other grades remain unchanged. Demand is more than equal 
to supply, thus keeping the available quantity relatively light. 

Sardines.—The market remains substantially as it has been, 
with sales confined to those lots which are required to fill insist- 
ent requirements from retail sources. The price remains un- 
changed and buyers show a good deal of indifference in placing 
their orders. Apparently practically all buyers are reasonably 
well supplied. Hupson. 


We are in receipt of a well gotten up circular, describing 
the brands of canned fruit packed by Hunt Bros. Co., San 
Francisco, Cal., and one of the notably good features is the 
method of designating the quality of their goods. They claim 
three grades of well packed fruits and the label on the cheapest 
says ‘‘Staple,’’ on the next best ‘‘Superior,’’ and the finest 
“‘Supreme.’’ They pack under their own label and consequently 
cannot afford to put a ‘‘Supreme’’ label on goods that are only 
staple or superior. 

It cannot be expected that a canner will label his goods 
‘‘Inferior’’ or ‘‘Second Grade,’’ but the consuming public has a 
right to expect the wording on a label to be in accordance with 
the contents of the goods, and Hunt Bros. Co.’s method of label- 
ing is probably as near the correct one as will be found. When 
making up your label don’t juggle a word that actually means 
poor quality so as to make it give the consumer the idea that it 
means finest quality. You hurt yourself as much as the canning 
industry if you do. 


Publicity of the Right Sort Wanted First. 


The Philadelphia North American, with which the canners 
are well acquainted on account of the several cartoons published 
in that paper and reproduced in Tur TRADE, has added an 
‘*Honest Foods’’ column for the advertising of pure foods. 

These cartoons were decidedly harmful to the canning in- 
dustry and the sale of canned goods wherever the North Ameri- 
can was read, but THr TRADE, it will be remembered, wrote 
the editor a letter, stating that no preservatives were used and 
explaining the matter in detail. In spite of the fact that other 
trade papers had written the editor of the North American, 
protesting against the use of such cartoons and asking for a re- 
traction, absolutely no attention was paid to such letters. The 
letter from the office of THE TRADE was published on the edi- 
torial page. We were also favored with a call from the assist- 
ant editor of the North American on several occasions, and he 
expressed the desire for more and true information relating to 
canned goods, and declared it was not the intention of his paper 
to say anything harmful to the canning industry. 

For this reason our feeling towards the North American is 
probably not so harsh as in the case of the other trade journals. 
The ‘‘Honest Food’’ column is a new section, and as yet we 
notice only one canner advertising therein. We think if the 
editor of that paper would publish a few articles to the effect 
that canned goods are not unwholesome, and that they contain 
no preservatives, but on the contrary are among the cleanest 
foods that can be had; that no dust and dirt is collected on the 
raw material before being canned, as is the case when shipped 
to the market or hauled about the street by hucksters; that the 
flavor of all canned goods is the same as any like article when 
cooked ; that there need be no fear from poisoning of any sort 
or nature, and that the quality of the goods can be determined 
by watching labels closely, the canners would be much more 
likely to give their orders for advertising space. 

Not many daily papers wish to controvert their own state- 
ments, but it is only right that they should in a case like this. 
No manufacturer can be expected to forgive, to the extent of 
paying out his good money to people who run down his busi- 
ness and then offer ‘‘I’m sorry’’ when shown their error. 


The output of tin from the Federated Malay States for the 
first nine months of the year shows a decrease of 1,765 tons 
from the same period in 1908, and a decrease of 623 tons as 
compared with the first nine months of 1907. The output up 
to September 30, 1909, was 35,487 tons, against 37,245 tons in 
1908, and 36,101 tons in 1907.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN Francisco, CaL., December 18, 1909. 

While shipments of canned goods from this port continue 
to be heavy there has been but little doing during the past week 
in the line of buying, and packers are being enabled to take 
stock and find just how they stand in the matter of spot stocks. 
There is practically no packer of California canned fruits who 
can fill! a general order for goods of this character, and there is 
still a great deal of trading being done among first hands and 
among jobbers. With the exception of a few common varieties 
of peaches, however, there are no large stocks now left here in 
any hands, and most firms prefer to keep what stock they have 
to meet the demands of their own trade, as it is a settled con- 
clusion that most lines of California canned goods will be in 
light supply long before the new pack isin the market. It is 
not believed that there will be any material change in prices, 
notwithstanding the scarcity that may be experienced in some 
lines and in this keeping down of prices jobbers are assisting 
canners to a marked degree. There is a determined attempt 
being made by certain large operators to establish a fixed retail 
price for certain of their brands, and to bind retailers to observe 
these selling prices. In orderto do this a uniform wholesale 
rate must be established, and in spite of a scarcity in some lines 
this is being done at the present time. A heavy pack of Cali- 
fornia canned fruits and vegetables is being planned for next 
season, and it is desired to not only have the new pack find the 
market well cleaned up, but also to find a demand well estab- 
lished and fostered by reasonable prices. That prices have a 


great influence upon the demand can be seen in the manner in 
which the pack of asparagus found a market thisseason. Next 
spring, in the natural event of things, a greatly increased pack 
will be put up, but it is anticipated that a market has been 
established that can care for a pack fully twenty-five per cent 
larger. 

In a recent circular to the trade, the Griffith-Durney Co. 
says, ‘‘Wc are in receipt of letters almost daily from our differ- 
ent representatives, asking us to keep them posted on salmon, 
and we take this means of advising you that there is practically 
little or nothing to post you on. As we have already stated, it 
is impossible to secure Chinooks at any price. Alaska red sal- 
mon is so scarce that it cannot be bought today in carload lots, 
for the reason that nobody on the Pacific Coast has sufficient 
salmon on hand to warrant them in selling a straight car load. 
The market today on Alaska red is practically $1.35 f.o.b. 
Coast in 100 case lots. Medium red is almost as scarce as 
straight red, and is being sold from second toe third hands at 
$1.10 f.0.b. San Francisco. The only salmon we have to offer 
at present consists of pinks, chums, and a few sockeyes and a 
small quantity of Oregon red. The latter are selling at 7oc. 
f. o. b. San Francisco. For delivery from Puget Sound, sock- 
eyes are now being offered only at the advanced rates of $1.60 
for No. 1 flats, and 67%4c. is the lowest price at which this firm 
is offering pinks.’’ 

The Alaska Packers’ Association has just announced th 
figures for its Alaska pack for the season of 1909, and these are 
as follows: Southeastern Alaska, 176,383 cases; Central Alaska, 
245,069 cases; and Northern Alaska, 657,651 cases; total, 1,079,- 
103 cases. In reds the pack was 857,232—213,197 cases being 
from Central Alaska, and 630,801 from Northern Alaska. In 
pinks the pack of the Association was 145,803 cases for South- 
eastern Alaska, the total pack of pink talls being 166,103. The 
total pack of king talls was 23,248; cohoes, 26,860; chum talls,

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13,657 cases, and the pack of salt salmon was 6537 barrels. The 
figures for the Puget Sound pack are now being compiled and 
will be announced within a few days. 

Figures of the pack of other concerns operating in Alaskan 
waters have been secured as follows: J. P. Haller, manager of 
the North Alaska Salmon Company states that his firm packed 
in cases of 48 pounds each, 171,500 cases of 1-lb. talls, Alaska 
reds; 3,000 cases of 1-Ib. flats; 1,500 cases of one-half pound 
flats, and 3,500 cases of pinks, a total of 176,000 cases of Alaska 
reds and 3,500 cases of pinks. There was also packed 300 
barrels of reds and 750 one-half barrels of tke same. 

Frank Peterson, President of the Red Salmon Canning 
Company, operating at Nushagak, reports the following pack: 
Kings, 396; 1-lb. tall reds, 29,530; 1-lb. pinks, 976, and 179 
barrels of reds. 

The Nushagak Packing Company put up 359 cases of kings 
and 44,398 cases of 1-lb. talls Alaska reds. 

J. H. Sisson, President of the North Pacific Trading & 
Packing Co., reports the following pack: Reds, 1-lb. talls, 
6,534 cases; medium reds, 1,925 1-lb. talls; pinks, 1-Ib. talls, 
29,566. 

The American ship Hawaiian Isles has been purchased by 
the Alaska Packers’ Association for $60,000, and will be placed 
in commission as a salmen carrier next season. 

The Alaska Fishermen’s Packing Co., of Portland, Ore., 
has received a letter from New York, offering for sale the Arc- 
tic steamer Roosevelt used by Peary in his northern explora- 


tions. It is claimed that the vessel cost $150,000, but there 
being no further use for her the craft is offered for $60,000. 
Being buiit especially for northern waters, the vessel would be 
particularly adapted for the Bristol Bay district. 

On December 13, eighteen houses belonging to the Cassiar 
cannery on the Skeena river, near Prince Rupert, were burned, 
and several had to be dynamited in order to prevent the flames 
from reaching the cannery building. 


The employes of the Alaska Packers’ Association in the 
plant on the Alameda side of the estuary have been made mem- 
bers of a fire department organized to protect the establishment 
from flames. There are captains, hosemen, truckmen and a 
fire chief to supervise the fire department. The buildings are 
well equipped with fire fighting apparatus, and automatic alarm 
signals are to be installed, making the plant the possessor of 
the finest private fire fighting system on the Coast.

Canned Goods as Labor Savers. 


The strength and the weakness of the canning industry is 
the labor saving quality of its products. Its strength, because 
the cooks and the housewives of the land are bound by the force 
of circumstances to prefer the canned foods to the fresh foods 
in nine cases out of ten. Its weakness, because the staple char- 
acter of canned goods, which is derived from their labor saving 
qualities, causes careless canners to be less particular than they 
ought to be as to the choiceness of the article they pack. 

But let us consider the favorable aspect of the labor saving 
character of the canner’s output. Itis not perhaps generally 
understood what a tremendous grip on the public’s favor this 
feature of canned goods has enabled the packers to take. Time 
saving is included in this consideration of the labor saving fac- 
tor, and it means perhaps more than the actual economizing of 
kitchen toil. But taking the two things together, is it not 
obvious that the canner has an asset in the public favor far 
stronger and more enduring than have the manufacturers of 
many other food products? Why has the sale of canned goods 
not been affected by the extension of the producing season of 
fresh vegetables and fruits and the manner in which cold stor- 
age operates to lengthen the time during which fresh meats, 
poultry and fish can be carried by receivers in the large trade 
centers? Because canned articles save time and labor. It is not 
because they are superior in flavor, though this is the case in 
some lines; it is not because they are cheaper, though that is 
sometimes true; it is not because the labels look so pretty; it is 


not because food officials praise them—occasionally; it is simply 
because they are superior as a convenience, because they are 
wonderful labor savers and timesavers. If some process should 
be discovered by which the public could be supplied with pre- 
served foods that would be more convenient than canned goods, 
then canned goods would decline in popularity while the new 
goods were making headway. : 


We think the grocers in their advertisements should bring 
out the time saving and labor saving qualities of groceries that 
possess them. Housewives buy the goods largely because of 
those qualities, and yet the merit of those qualities cannot be 
told too often. Coffee is good to drink—everybody is aware of 
the fact, yet the skilled advertiser of coffee does not forbear to 
lay stress upon the flavor and aroma of the article; so with 
canned goods—their merits should be mentioned in glowing 
terms again and again, and yet again. 

As between different brands of canned goods the choice of 
the consumer should go to the best goods for the least money, 
and therefore competitive advertising of canned goods may 
concern itself with the flavor, freshness, etc., of the goods in 
the can, but when it is a question of making new consumers of 
canned goods let the labor saving note be sounded. 

How few women in the cities bake the family’s supply of 
bread!' How few women in a time to come will think of keep- 
ing house without a supply of canned goods? Dr. This or 
Professor That may ignorantly launch a suspicion against 
canned goods, and the yellow paper may charge canned goods 
with the responsibility for a case of poisoning due to over-eat- 
ing of stale viands that never saw the interior of a can, but the 
daughters of Martha, with less time for domestic duties as the 
years go by will give little heed to the slanders, for the tin can 
acts as a lengthener of female life and a stimulant of female 
happiness, and its popularity seems to be enduring as the Rock 
of Gibraltar.—MERCHANT’S REVIEW. 


The agitation on the Pacific Coast for protected prices 
seems to be gaining steadily, and we note in a recent issue of 
the Retail Grocers’ Advocate of San Francisco, a full page ad 
of the makers of ‘‘Del Monte’’ Brand of canned goods, stating 
that a strong advertising campaign will be carried on, instruct- 
ing the retail grocer that prices on that brand will be protected.

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Misbranding of Preserves. 


In accordance with section 4 of the Food and Drugs Act 
of June 30, 1906, and of regulation 6 of the rules and regula- 
tions for the enforcement of the act, notice is given that on 
the 7th day of May, 1909, in the district court of the United 
States for the western district of Kansas, in a proceeding of 
libel under section 10 of the aforesaid act, for seizure and con- 
demnation of a misbranded food product, that is to say, 190 
cases of preserves, labeled and branded as containing cans of 
“One Full Pound Convenient Preserves,” whereas the average 
net weight of each can was found to be 14% ounces, William 
Numsen & Co., a corporation of Baltimore, Md., consignor 
and claimant, having appeared and filed its answer and the 
case having been submitted to the court upon an agreed state- 
ment of facts, the court having found for the libelant, the 
United States, rendered its decree of forfeiture and condem- 
nation. 


The facts in the case were as follows: 


On or about March 30, 1909, an inspector of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture found in the possession of Hugo, 
Schmeltzer & Co., San Antonio, Texas, 190 cases (each con- 
taining 4 dozen cans) of preserves labeled and branded “One 
Full Pound Convenient Preserves, Wm. Numsen Sons, Balti- 
more, Md.” ‘These goods had been shipped to said Hugo, 
Schmeltzer & Co. by Wm. Numsen & Son, from Baltimore, 
Md., on or about October 24, 1908. A number of the cans 
were weighed in the Bureau of Chemistry of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and the average net weight was 
found to be 14% ounces. The goods were, therefore, mis- 


branded within the meaning of section 8 of the act, and on 


March 31, 1909, the facts were reported by the Secretary of 
Agriculture to the United States attorney for the western dis- 


trict of Texas, and libel for seizure and condemnation was 
duly filed, with the result hereinbefore stated.

When a firm can buy futures and then turn down its own orders, 
merely because it can buy spots for less money; or when a firm 
can sell contracts, and then refuse to deliver, merely because 
spot prices are higher, we think the whole system of future sel- 
ling and buying has reached a stage where it may be dispensed 
with. Where is the advantage ?—West Coast TRADE, TACOMA. 
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The Canning Industry in Minnesota. 
By F. E. Hamlin, See’y. Minnesota Canners’ Association. 


The canning industry in Minnesota is of very recent growth, 
nearly every factory now operating in the state having been 
built within the past six years. The number is not yet large. 
The output for the year of all vegetables being about 300,000 
cases, of which over 200,000 cases is sweet corn. 


The industry has been passing through the usual difficul- 
ties incident to a new business, and for a time the state was the 
happy hunting ground for the factory promoter. Lack of 
knowledge, lack of efficient help, lack of proper equipment and 
lack of capital, played havoc with the profits and often the ex- 
istence of these promoted companies; but that time has passed 
and the last few years have seen the re-establishment of the 
business on a sound basis, and the production by the factories 
now in operation of goods of the highest quality. The experi- 
ence of the past has been valuable in many ways. It has driven 
home to the packers the necessity of adequate capital and for 
efficient superintendents and processors, and up-to-date equip- 
ment, as well as the absolute need for the utmost cleanliness 
and sanitary precautions. The result is that today the factories 
of Minnesota are well handled, sanitary, clean, and produce 
canned vegetables that are gaining for the state a high reputa- 
tion for quality. It has also brought the packers closer together 
with a strong resulting tendency to co-operate in matters of 
common interest. 

The early years of canning also demonstrated beyond 
doubt that Miunesota is preeminently a sweet corn state. Its 
short hot season, and its quality of soil favor quick growth and 
ample crops, and produce a quality resembling that of Maine, 
and which is believed to be equal to anycorn put into cans. In 
other vegetables considerable progress has also been made, 


enough to show that in peas, beets, string beans, kraut, pump- 
kins, etc., and in apples and small fruits a fine quality of out- 
put can be maintained. The season is not particularly suited 
for tomatoes, and in this vegetable Minnesota will probably 
never take high rank for quantity, but with the other vegeta- 
bles there is every reason to expect a continuous increase in 
quantity packed, and the continued maintainance of Minnesota 
quality. 

One reason of the rapid advance of the canning industry in 
the past two or three years is to be found in the state laws en- 
acted to secure purity and sanitation, and in the hearty co- 
operation that has grown up between the packers and the State 
Dairy and Food Department. This Department, under the law, 
maintains an inspector of canneries who is also on the depart- 
ment staff as a regular state food inspector, and whose duty it 
is to inspect each factory during its operation and report thereon, 
and who has ample power to condemn raw material and secure 
the utmost cleanliness and sanitary methods in handling and 
operating as well as to see to it that the output of the factory 
complies with all provisions of law, national or state, as to qual- 
ity, labeling, etc. The general plan of the department is to 
give to the canning industry the same care and help that for 
years has been given to the dairy interests of the state which 
has resulted in establishing Minnesota quality as pre-eminent in 
dairy products. In pursuance of this the State Dairy and Food 
Department assisted in preparing an exhibit of Minnesota 
canned goods at the state fair last September, and this exhibit 
of the State Canners’ Association will be continued on a larger 
scale from year to year. The department will also at the com- 
ing meeting of the State Canners’ Association to be held at 
St. Paul, December 14-15, hold an educational scoring contest 
on corn and peas. The state will award prizes amounting to 
several hundred dollars to the winner, and testimonials of merit 
to those coming within the prescribed quality rating. This is

The present situation of the canning in- 
dustry in Minnesota is most promising, the climate and soil of 
the state insure the highest perfection of raw material, the can- 
neries are financially sound, and are in the hands of intelligent 
and capable business men who are fully alive to the require- 
ments of the business, they are subject to state pure food laws 
and to state inspection, and they are co-operating with the state 
authorities to the end that Minnesota quality shall stand for the 
finest canned products from factories that are models of cleanli- 
ness and of sanitary methods.

MEETING MINNESOTA CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Held at the Old Capital Building, St. Paul, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, December 14 and 15. 


The Third Annual meeting of the Minnesota Canners’ As- 
sociation was called to order about 10.30 on the morning of 
Tuesday, December 14, and avery good attendance reported. 
The morning session was largely devoted to handshaking and 
the renewing of acquaintances. Minutes of the last meeting, 
the summer meetings and of the Legislative Committee were 
read and approved, and the registration of those present. 

The only paper read at the morning session was that of the 
Inspector of Canneries, Mr. A. J. Anderson. He referred to 
and talked on matters relating to the canners’ exhibit of goods 
at the recent State Fair, and a discussion of ways and means of 
improving and enlarging these exhibits followed. Much valua- 
ble information and advice was derived from this talk. The 
factories enumerated in the report as making an exhibit were 
the Big Stone Canning Co., Cokato Canning Co., Faribault 
Canning Co., Minnesota Valley Canning Co., of Le Seuer, Min- 
netonka Canning Co., of St. Bonifacious, and the Winthrop 
Canning Co. 

The report continued:—‘‘Space was secured adjoining the 
educational Food Exhibit of the Dairy and Food Department. 
This exhibit of canned goods was an innovation, and many 
things can be improved upon at future fairs. It attracted much 
interest and favorable commeet, but the business, to prosper, 
must be advertised in some manner. It is necessary for canners 
to advertise to increase the consumption of their goods; I, 
therefore, recommend that you arrange to make this exhibit ar 
annual matter, securing ample space so that goods from each 


factory may be separately exhibited and demonstrations made 
daily by competent and experienced persons. 


‘*Publicity is necessary, and your work and the Depart- 
ment’s efforts in showing what the canners of Minnesota are 
doing will increase the demand for your goods.’’ 

At the close of Inspector Anderson’s address much favora- 
ble comment was made, and a committee on resolutions was ap- 
pointed, consisting of the following members: George W. 
Taylor, H. P. Bull and Jacob Schwirtz. 

The meeting was then adjourned until the afternoon. The 
first thing on the program for this session, which opened at two 
o’clock, was the President’s address, as follows:— 


President H. M. Hegerle’s Annual Address. 


Gentlemen:—It affords me much pleasure to see so many of 
you present at this our Annuai Meeting of the Minnesota Can- 
ners’ Association. It certainly is a great satisfaction to our 
officers to see their work appreciated. It was the desire of your 
officers to make this meeting the most interesting and beneficial 
which we have ever held, and for that reason your Secretary has 
arranged to have present several men who are thoroughly posted 
on the canned goods business, in respective branches of the same 
which they represent, and they will address you from the differ- 
ent standpoints, beginning with the grower, then the packer, 
the broker and the distributor, or the wholesaler. 

These speakers are men of prominence and reliability. I 
know that all that they will say is based on actual experience, 
and I would ask them to be frank in their expressions, and tell 
us our weak points, not only the good ones, should we have 
any. It has been the aim of our officers to make this conven- 
tion a success, not only as far as sociability is concerned, but it 
must and will be successful, also financially, that is, each of us 
interested in the canning industry should see and hear and 


learn enough to fully repay us for any and all expenses we have 
had in coming here. Our discussion should be honest, to the 
point, and without any selfishness. We have no secrets to 
guard, no canning powders or preservatives to hide. On the

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contrary, the more the public knows about the cannlng business 
the better it is for us. 

Your Association during the past year has accomplished 
considerable for the industry we represent. Through your offi- 
cers the attention of the Legislature has been called to the nec- 
essary state co-operation, and in the last session a law was 
passed providing for State Inspection of all Canneries, publish- 
ing of reports, and establishing of grades, which, so to speak, 
puts the canning industry on equal standing with the dairy in- 
dustry. We all remember the conditions the creamery and the 
whole dairy industry of the state was in about 15 years ago. 
How creameries were ‘promoted, and after operating a year, 
sometimes two years, they failed. Not only an occasional one 
here and there, but by the dozen they could be counted stand- 
ing idle. Creamery butter then sold at from 12 to 15 cents per 
pound, and all kinds of so called dairy butter could be bought 
at prices ranging from 10 cents per pound down, and the whole 
dairy industry was in a state of demoralization. 

It was then that the State Dairy Department got active. 
Scoring contests were held, prizes offered, creamery inspection 
was inaugurated, and generally the quality of butter was raised 
and people began to like it and eat it. The industry began to 
grow and prosper, and today is one of the largest industries of 
the state, and its output, instead of going begging at 10 and 15 
cents per pound, is now in demand all over the United States at 
35 cents, or more, per pound. The canning industry in our 
state is today in that very same condition. Factories have been 
promoted and built all over the state, inexperienced managers 
and sometimes unreliable processors were put in charge and the 
goods were packed and dumped on the market regardless of 
cost and quality. Then the exposure by the Pure Food Inspec- 
tors of adulterated and imitations of Jams, Jellies, Catsups, Pre- 
serves, etc., got the public prejudiced against all foods put up 
in packages, including canned vegetables, which caused a de- 


‘ to award a premium for the best canned corn and peas. 


crease in consumption. A big increase in production on one 
side and a decrease in consumption on the other, demoralized 
the whole business, not only for the canner, but for the grower, 
wholesaler and retailer at the same time. 

Mr. French, our State Dairy and Food Commissioner, has 
realized the condition of this most promising industry. He has 
issued and distributed circulars calling attention to the absolute 
purity of Minnesota canned vegetables. His inspectors are 
always on the lookout for inferior low grades of which the 
state was the dumping ground for the ‘‘easy.’’ It is also 
through his office and the assistance of Mr. Anderson that it 
was made possible to have a scoring contest at this meeting and 
Next 
year we hope to include in this scoring contest beans, pumpkins, 
and other vegetables. The exhibit at the State Fair was also 
accomplished, principally, by the efforts of the Pure Food 
Department. 

Now since the public is aware of the purity and wholesome- 
ness of Minnesota canned vegetables, and the factory managers 
have learned to figure the cost of production, and the unreliable 
processors weeded out, there certainly must be brighter days 
ahead for the industry. You see on exhibition here today corn, 
peas, beans, pumpkins and beets, which compare favorably with 
the very best packed anywhere inthe world. Minnesota has the 
climate and the soil to produce the very best of vegetables. Our 
farmers are intelligent and enterprising, and they only need to 
be shown the benefits coming to them by the upbuilding of a 
market for the different kinds of vegetables in connection with 
dairying. But in order to keep up the campaign of education 
for Minnesota canned goods it is absolutely necessary that all 
factories should become active members of the Association, and 
also pay their annual dues which are only $10.00. 

We certainly appreciate the good work which the State 
Dairy and Food Department is doing, not only to promoting the

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high quality of Minnesota canued goods, but also the effective 
system of inspection of our factories which I am satisfied has 
done a great deal towards achieving the present high standard 
of our goods, and it is my honest desire, and I believe the desire 
of every member of our Association, to maintain and if possible 
to make even more rigid the system of inspection, and we will 
see in the very near future a demand for Minnesota canned 
vegetables which we will be unable to fill, even at profitable 
prices. In my seven years of experience in the canning busi- 
ness I have found that Minnesota jobbers are very patriotic and 
anxious to support home institutions. Quite often buyers tell 


me ‘‘I have an offer from so and so, and if you meet his price 


you will get the order.’’ 

But that is not all we want. We want to pack goods of 
such a high quality that the buyer will say to the representative 
of factories from other states, ‘‘If you meet the quality of Min- 
nesota goods we will consider your offer.’’ 

Following the president’s came the address of Dairy and 
Food Commissioner, Honorable Andrew French, and from an able 
and interesting talk, we give the following summary. He said 
the duty of the Dairy and Food Commission, so far as the can- 
ning interests of the state are concerned, lies in the promotion of 
purity, quality and sanitary methods of handling. It’s police 
duties consist in preventing the use of unfit material and in en- 
forcing state a National Pure Food Laws; there has, as yet, 
been no occasion to exercise their authority. He said, ‘‘It has 
never yet been necessary to invoke the law to insure sanitation 
and purity in the canning operations of the state.’’ 

‘‘Attendance at the Association meetings, where experi- 
ences and ideas are exc] anged, is a valuable method of attaining 
efficiency,’’ said the Commissioner. ‘‘This is true in the dairy 
industry and also in the canning industry. ‘The best men attend 
these meetings and are members of the Association. The ex- 
periences the canners have been through, with respect to fac- 


tories, promoted by men ignorant of the business, are fortunate- 
ly past. They are closely paralleled in the early history of the 
Minnesota dairy industrv. 

“It seems assured that the products of the Minnesota can- 
neries will reach, in a short time, the same high position occu- 
pied by Minnesota butter. The canners of the state have 
learned their lesson; I am thoroughly satisfied now that the 
factories are run on a satisfactory basis, as to output and re- 
turns. The relations between the Department and the canners 
have been most pleasant and marked by hearty co-operation 
and mutual assistarce. Funds available by the Department 
have been used to promote the interests of the canners, and 
more could be used effectively; not in the nature of a bonus to 
the business, but on the broad ground of assisting the develop- 
ment of the various industries of the state. 

‘As to the product of your canneries there is no question 
of the quality and this is becoming known to the consumer. 
Bulletins issued by the Department, based on inspection of the 
factories in operation, has helped to correct the wrong impres- 
sions of some consumers concerning the use of adulterants in 
canned goods. A 

‘“The Department stands for the education of the public, 
the continued improvement in quality and the highest sanitation 
and cleanliness in operation.’’ 

The Commissioner’s address was followed by heatty ap- 
plause and much favorable comment. The president next in- 
troduced Mr. William Smith, who spoke to the meeting on 
‘Securing Acreage—A Grower’s Viewpoint.’’ Mr. Smith gave 
his estimate of the cost of raising an acre of corn and getting it 
to the factory, as $23.00, and claimed no farmer can afford to 
sell his crop for less than this amount. At present prices of 
field crops farmers do not care to raise vegetables for canning. 
‘‘Farmers are no longer the Reuls and Dumbheads of the past;

Following the address of Mr. Smith came the Scoring Con- 
test, and the result awarded the Winthrop Canning Co. First 
prize on a score of 92; the Minnesota Valley Canning Co., of 
Le Seuer, secured 2nd prize on a score of 90; and the Faribault 
Canning Co., and the Cokato Canning Co. were tie for the 3rd 
prize, both having a score of 89. The above prizes being 
awarded to packers of corn. The prizes awarded to packers of 
peas were as follows: 1st prize to the Minnesota Valley Can- 
ning Co.; 2nd prize to the Big Stone Canning Co., and the 3rd 
to the Winthrop Canning Co. Honorary Certificates of Quality 
were given to H. P. Kusske Canning C., of Mayer; Olivia Can- 
ning Co., Minnetonka Canning Co., of St. Bonifacious; the 
Lanesboro Canning Co. and the Big Stone Canning Co. 

Considerable time was then spent in cutting and inspecting 
samples of Minnesota Canned Goods. That closed the after- 
noon session of Tuesday, and the members proceeded to the 
Commercial Club, where an elaborate dinner awaited them. 
After dinner a theatre party was in order ac the Metropolitan. 

Wednesday’s sessions, both morning and afternoon, were 
closed ones at which informal discussions of subjects occurred. 
It was decided to hold a three-day meeting next year, and a 
committee of two was appointed to co-operate with the State 
Dairy and Food Department in relation to next year’s State 
Fair Exhibit, and to place the exhibit of canned goods at the 
March Pure Food Exhibit in charge of the Dairy and Food De- 
partment. It was also decided to arrange for occasional meet- 
ings during the year, at the call of the President, and the State 
Dairy and Food Commissoner was requested to continue the 
scoring contests. 

Resolutions were adopted, thanking the Commission for its 
co-operation and efforts in behalf of the canning industry of the 
state, extending thanks to those who addressed the Association 


and for the entertainment and other courtesies extended the 
meeting. 

The same officers were elected for the coming year, except 
in the case of vice president. In this office Mr. A. A. Chap- 
man, of Olivia succeeded Mr. T. A. Agnew. Mr. M. H. 
Hegerle is president; Mr. F. E. Hamlin, secretary, and Mr. A. 
M. Hatch, treasurer. 

In next week’s issue we will publish, in full, letter from 
Mr. A. J. Anderson, Inspector of Canneries in Minnesota, in 
which he makes a full report, concerning the scoring contest, 
to his chief, Honorable Andrew French, Dairy and Food 
Commissioner.

THE TRADE 


Canning Inspector in British Columbia. 


C. S. McGillivray, one of the two inspectors of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture, has been in British Columbia 
inspecting the fruit canning factories, and incidentally gives an 
account of some of the features of his work. He says that there 
are about 250 fruit and vegetable canning factories in Canada, 
temporary and permanent, employing each from three hands to 
500. Strictly speaking there are only three or four fruit spots 
in the country. One is the Annapolis Valley, Nova Scotia, an- 
other is Eastern Ontario, the third is Western Ontario, and the 
last is British Columbia. Apples have made a fine showing in 
Nova Scotia this year. In Ontario, the crop has not been 
heavy, but has been of good quality. He saw some fine fruit in 
the Chilliwack, Okanagan and Kootenay Valleys. The visit to 
Kootenay was his first, and not only is he inspecting the new 
canneries, but his special mission is the finding out of actual 
conditions and the collection of data upon which to base future 
legislation. He spent the month of August in the Maritime 
Provinces, practically going from one blueberry cannery to an- 
other. These provinces have a considerable resourse in wild 
berries, particularly New Brunswick, but he says they do not 
take full advantage of it. On the prairie, the making of pickles 
is a growing industry. 

Fire partially destroyed the plant of the B. C. Milk Con- 
densing Co. at New Westminster recently, the damage being 
estimated at $10,000, the value of the establishment being 
$25,000. Fredenhagen & Co., the owners and operators, will 
rebuild at once.

New Firms, Failures, Fires, Personals and News 
of Interest. 


Milford, Del.—According to a local daily, Messrs. Work- 
man & Co. have asked the Court to declare them a voluntary 
bankrupt, and the request has been granted. It is said their 
liabilities are about seven thousand dollars in excess of the 
assets. 


Chicago, Ill.—Armour & Co. are said to be figuring out an 
insurance plan against non-employment, and it is about to be 
put in operation. The employes are said to favor it. 


Seymour, Ind.—In the last report of Prof. H. E. Barnard, 
Inspector of canneries in Indiana, the canners.of that state re- 
ceive quite a compliment on account of the methods of packing. 


Marion, Ind.—The Snider Preserve Co. of Cincinnati, is 
already in the market with its contracts for growing tomatoes. 
It is said the prices are $9 aton for August tomatoes, $8 for 
September and $7 for October deliveries. 


New Orleans, La.—The molasses canning plant of Black- 
man & Morris, of this place, was burned slightly, sustaining a 
damage of $100, covered by insurance. The fire originated 
next door to the plant. 


‘Printers Ink’’ has some favorable comment to make 1n re- 
spect to the advertising campaigns of Waukesha Run-O-Pod 
peas and Lakeside Pork and Peds, a new article mentioned by 
‘‘Wrangler’’ some time ago. Both concerns are meeting with 
excellent success. 


Carmel, N. J.—A new factory is expected to be built 
shortly. Those interested now being engaged in securing sub- 
scribers for the balance of stock, $10,000 worth. The company 
is to be capitalized at $25,000, and $15,000 has been taken up. 
No names are obtainable. 


Rochester is already beginning to work for the Convention 
to be held in 1911. This town has been after the Convention of 
the National Canners’ Association for three or four years, but 
has always failed to land it. They propose making a strenuous 
effort this year, and are in hopes of getting Geo. W. Cobb, the 
president of. the Canning Machinery & Supplies Association, of 
Fairport, to head the effort at Atlantic City in February.
